London, August 28.—~Ever since the 
Boer war, England's greatest, living 
general, Lord Roberts, has been 
crying in the wilderness in season 
and out of season—until he has some 
to be looked on as something of a 
crank—for the awakening of England 
to the danger of invasion. Others 


joined in’ the’cry after a while, but 


inothing much came of it, the average 


British business man's view being that 
hé was quite safe behind the navy, 
and that it was ratehr annoying to 
be bothereg anid taxed just to gratify 
the whims of folk who didn't happen 
to have anything else to do except 
exctte themselves over ‘their own 
fads. 

Probably nothing much would. have 
happened yet if an even greater man 
than Lord Roberts had not thrust 
himself-into the British consciousness. 
That was the kaiser. It was not until 
about a year ago that the German 
scare became noticeable on what is 
always the safest, surest sign of the 
national pulse—the casual talk of the 
hum-drum men. in the second and third 
class compartments of suburban trains 
on their way to their offices and 
shops In the morning. If there is 
anything on that is big enough t¢ 
withdraw their attention from the 
doings of* local cricket’ and _ .football 
heroes, it’s serious. I suspect that it 
would pay every government to es- 
tablish phonographs in the suburban 
trains of rival nations and thus get 
records of genuine popular --opinien, 
worth far more than the reports from 
the embassies of the views of the top 
layers of society. , 

Three Ideas Widespread. 

Well, as I was saying, this 
suddenly focussed on Germany, and 
the. results show what a difference it 
makes in the tintensity of feeling 
hether you discuss foreign rivals.in 
in par- 
ticular. Rightly or wrongly, three 
ideas became widespread. They were 
only vaguely shadowed in the newspa- 
pers, but the M. S. T. (i. e., the Man 
on the Suburban “Trafin) voiced them 
bluntly. First, that the Germans, as a 
nation. would Nke to humiliate the 
English; second, that they are plot- 
ting against English trade, the Eng- 
lish army and the English navy night 
and day, scientifically, and with 
diabolical, persistence, inventing mon- 
strous and: ingenious engines of war 
of which the British government will 
have no warning.till it’s . too late; 
third, that although nobody wants 
war, yet if it could be managed = so 
that ‘if wouldn't inconvenience the M. 
S.-T., it would be a good thing to givs 
Germany a Heking quick. before she 
xets much stronger, and before. Eng- 
land degenerates much faster—for ‘the 
M. SS.’ T. now holds that England is

}not quite what she once was. 


The results of all this mav make a 
lot of difference in unwritten pagea 
of Eretish history. 

Perhans the most interestin~ devel. 
enmment has heen the sudden craze let 
'oose by General Raden Powell when 
he invented the Roy Scouts. Todav 
there are 200.990 of them in England, 
and the movement has snread to the 
colonies and to *%be continent. It is 
estimated that “B. P.” now has about 
300,000 juvenile followers Scattered 
over the world. 

No game ever caught on here sO 
ranidly or so completely. Within a 
month or two after General “R. P.” 
launched his scheme parties of smal] 
bovs in uniform could be seen in every 
park and open space in the etiburbs 
of London, and evérv other large town 
in the country, drilline and scouting 
The chance to be real frontiersmen ap- 
pealed to the bovs, and they flocked 
into the new organization. Pa ae, 
has confessed since that he had no 
idea he was starting so big a thing. 

But he has risen to the occasion, and 


ihe ts now at the head of an oreaniza- 


tion that will have a far-reachine ef- 
fect on the military future of Eng- 
land. The boy scouts have familiar- 
ized not only the bovs but their 
parents with the military uniform, and 
there is not the shadow of a doubt 
that many a parent who would have 
opposed his boy joining the army or 
the territorial fgrce a year ago, is con- 
verted today to the idea of military 
service for everybody. 
How Boy Scout Is Trained. 

The boy scout is trained to take care 
of himself in the open, to read maps 
and to observe the country, and all the 
useful to a 
frontiersman or to a scout in war. 
The boys wear a uniform consisting’ of 
a Khaki shirt. loose blue running 
breeches and a slouch hat. They 
carry a long pole, which may be used 
as the backbone of a tent, as part of 
a stretcher for a wounded comrade, or 
with a flag tied at one end for sig- 
nalling. The scouts are organized in 
patrols of half-a-dozen to a dozen 
with an old boy who is 
known as a scout master in charge, 
and they are expected to render mili- 
tary obedience to him. Every fine 
afternoon they are taken out in the 
fields and woods and trained in the 
art of scouting and the open-air life. 

But the crowning glory of the scout's 
life comes once year, when a few 
hundred of the best, chosen for their 
proficiency in the arts of the frontier, 
are taken into camp somewhere far 
away from the cities, and live for a 
fortnight under the command of B, P. 
himself. The defender of Mafeking 
against the Boers knows the British 
boy as few other men do, and to his 
voung followers he is something more 
than human when he sits with them 
round the camp fire and tells them 
stories of his campaign in Africa, 

It is no use saying that the tend- 
ency of the boy scouts is not military. 
A recent canvass of several hundfed 

‘y scouts showed that 75 per cent of 
them intended to join either the terri- 
torial or the regular army when they 
are old enough, 10 per cent intended 
to go into the navy, and most of the 
rest were looking forward to a life 
in the colonies, where they will be able 
to put to good use the lessons of self- 
help and woodcraft which they have 
larnd from “B. P.” and his helpers, 

Even Girls Want to Scout. 

The fever for scouting has even 
spread to the girls, and J. A. Kyle, the 
secretary of the national organization, 
told me a few davs. ago that he had 
been overwhelmed with applications 
to form patrols of girls. 

“We are now working on a scheme,” 
he said, “to take in the girls, too, and 
put their enthusiasm to some use, 
Broadly speaking, we will teach them 
ambulance work, first aid to the in-

All 
the big public schools, like Egon, Har- 
row, Winchester and St. Paul's have 
had the eadet corps for years, but 
membership was optional and the boys 
as a rule preferred cricket and foot- 
ball to soldiering. Now, however, 
boy who doesn't do his drill and shoot- 


ing practice is boycotted and the crack, 


shot has ousted the fast bowler and 
the goal keeper from their position as 
the school heroes. Mr, Haldane, the 
war minister, has been clever enough 
to turn the new spirit to advantage 
and has recognized the school cadet 
companies as officers’ training corps 
ahd prescribed da course of instruction 
for them. 

But it is not only the boys that have 
been infected with the military spirit. 
Mr. Haldane’s scheme for a territorial 
army which everyone predicted would 
be a ghastly failure is a brilliant suc- 
cess. The business war reinister abol- 
ished the old volunteers to whom sol- 
diering was more or less of a picnic 
to be undertaken only in fair weatner 
and when everything was comfortable, 
and substituted for them a branch of 
the regular army under regular mili- 
tary discipline and liable to be called 
on for active service when needed. Ev- 
eryone predicted that the young Briton 
would not volunteer under these con- 
ditions but everyone was wrong. In 
less than a year the establishment of 
200.000 men was practically complete 
and there are a number of regiments 
now with long waiting lists. 

Rifle Club Movement. 

But this is not all. Another move- 
ment inaugurated by Lord Roberts has 
taken hold of the people like wildfire 
and it is safe to say that if England 
were invaded tomorrow by the Kaiser. 
William would be very much surprised 
at the resistance he would meet with. 
This is the civilian rifle club move- 
ment which is also organized national- 
ly and has about 200,000 members, 
These men practice daily or weekly 
with light rifles and most of them are 
now accomplished marksmen. Minia- 
ture ranges have been equipped in cel- 
lars and on the roofs of business build- 
ings, and now instead of spending the 
lunch hour chaffing the barmaid in the 
nearest beer-house, the clerks and 
salesmen in the great London whole- 
sale houses spend the time shooting 
and qualifying themselves to take 
their place in the ranks of their coun- 
try’s defenders. 

The military authorities, [ am in- 
formed, are considering a plan by 
which these riflemen may be recog- 
nized as part of the country’s defen- 
sive forces, ang given a uniform or at 
least a badge. If something of this 
kind is not done, and the riflemen turn 
out to meet the Germans, if they 
ever do come, they will meet the fate 
of the French franc tireurs. The war 
office is already arranging for 4 
grant of ,ammunition§ to recognized 
clubs, and from this to formal recog- 
nition is a short and easily taken 
step. : 

To crown it all, Lord Roberts’ in- 
troduced in the house of lords a bill 
providing for universal ‘military 
training for the youth of the coun-

“t- am in the mdist of it here in 
Tientsin. The Yellow Giant has his 
almond eyes open. Yea, he has sprung 
from his bed and is fast drawing on 
the clothes of our civilization. The 
ruts and filth of the old city are dis- 
appearing and macadamized roads, 
electric trolleys and iron bridges are 
taking their places. The old wall, 
forty feet high and twenty feet wide, 
gtay with age, hasbeentorn down, and 
a broad avenue, as smooth as the drive 
in “Rock Creek park, in Washington, 
now runs around the great city. There

The foreign concessions are only an 
appreciation of the great movements 
which are going on among the Chi- 
nese.

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NATIONAL campaign is being waged against 

the common house fly, in which everybody is 
urged to take measures to destroy and prevent flies 
ffem coming into existence. 

Recent knowledge discloses the repellent truth 
that this filthy creature is a carrier of deadly germs 
and a transmitter of such dread diseases as typhoid 
fever, tuberculosis and other fatal maladies. In 
New York City alone every summer this insect 
causes nearly 1,000 deaths from typhoid, and more 
than 7,000 deaths annually from other diseases of 
children and adults. The United States Bureau of 
Entomology estimates that typhoid fever, which 
is largely caused by flies, costs’in this country the 
astounding sum of $350,000,000 per annum. 

To enlighten the public of the danger of the fly, 
and to tell how to get rid of this pest, is the pur- 
port of this article.

3% all know the lion as 
the king of beasts; he 
treats his subjects with 
the natural and unaffect- 
ed cruelty of an Oriental 
monarch. The tiger is 
somew_at of a merciless 
animal; he prefers to 
eat hic dinner living. 
Perhaps no being on 
earth can equal that un- 
canny creature, the rat- 
tlesnake, forexciting 
alarm. But worse, and much more to be feared, 
than these dangerous animals, is the perilous and 
justly dreaded house fly. 

_ Even_those savage beasts which we have ranked 
as unsafe are credited with some virtues; but no 
plea can be pressed that would assuage the misdeeds 
of this advance agent of pestilence. 

No other insects live in such close communion 
with man, and so much are they :egarded as a mat- 
ter of course that their “companionship at our table 
arouses no fear; and such is their persistence that 
they gain admittance to the palace of royalty, as well 
as to the hovel of the peasant. 

The common house fly has been always looked 
upon ‘as a nuisance; but it is only of recent years 
that we have come to realize that it may become a 
very bitter enemy. That morally powerful instrut- 
ment, science,- has proved beyond doubt that files 
contribute materially. in: the dissemination of infec- 
tious diseases by carrying germs in the dirt and 


‘filth on their legs and feet, collected during their 


pilgrimages to the contents of latrines and other re- 
ceptacies holding decayed and diseased matter. 

It. remained for the United States during its ‘war 
with Spain. to demonstrate with equal positiveness 
that the germs of typhoid and other fevers could be 
carried by the fly. Mere soldiers-killed by common 
flies. than by Spavish bullets:is the unenviable rec- 
ord, and the most unsafe places for our soldiers 
proved to be the fly infested home camps. The dis-

@ common house fly in New York City causes an- 
wually about’ 650° deaths from typhoid fever, ‘and 
ut 7,000 deaths yearly from other intestinal dis- 
While it affects about 250,000 Auiericans app 
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lwually, 35,000 of the cases proving fatal. By these 
amazing figures we can well believe the common 
house fly to be not only a menace to life, but a 
winged Mercury of death. 

The fly has long been an‘ object of suspicion 
among intelligent sanitarians asa carrier of disease, 
but it has been only within tae last two or three 
years that extensive studies liave been made to es- 
tablish the extent to which this method of trans- 
One of the most interesting 
of recent demonstrations of the deadly activities: of 
the fly was that made by the water pollution commit- 
tee, Merchants Association of New York, of which 
Edward Hatch, jr., is chairman. This public-spirited 
body, in order to determine the time of greatest 
prevalence of flies in New York City, placed a large 
number of cages, especially constructed, in various 
parts of the city, extending from City Island to 
Coney Island, and the flies caught by a corps of 4n- 
spectors were counted and examined. In many pafts 
of the city, especially at a distance. from the water 
front, or at points where no fecal matter was ex- 
posed, very few flies were found. But along the 
water front, especially at the points near where 
sewers empty into the river, many flies were found. 
The results frém these fly traps were really appal!- 
ing. Not only were flies caught in order to deter- 
mine their number in a given locality, buf upon. in- 
spection were found to be simply loaded dow: with 
the germs of filth and disease. One fly was captured 
on South street which, upon examination, was .bur- 
dened with one-hundred ‘thousand bacteria clustered 
over its tiny: body, legs and feet.. He had been walk- 
ing over decaying mattér on the water front, and 
was on his way to the nearest milk pitcher. Prac- 
tically all the deaths from typhoid were. near the 
water front, and most numerous where sewerage ¢on- 
ditions were worst. Maps wére made showing by 
black dots the location of every fatal case of intes- 
tinal disease during the fly season. A black belt was 
found to run along the water front. Most of the 
deaths were within three blocks of the shore line. An 
apparent exception to this rule occurred on the west 
side of the Bowery, ‘where an investigation of this 
locality disclosed the fact that conditions were filthy 
and the place swarming with files. 

_ Do not think for a moment that if you-do net live 
in New York these matters do not.directly affect each 


_ and evere one. The. statistics in most American ritiog, 
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show a decided rise in the number of deaths from 
typhoid and other intestinal diseases during the fly 
Season. In cities where files are the chief cause of 
intestinal epidemics the other seasons of the year 
show comparative freedom from the disease, while 
in cities where water and milk epidemics exist, these 
epidemics may occur at any season of the year. The 
milk epidemic, however, often takes place during the 
fly season becausé of ‘the infection of milk by flies at 
the farm or in the local milk depots. It is not gen- 
erally known, but cows and other animals, excepting 
cats, are notisusceptible to typhoid. , 
The danger to health is greatest in parts of the 
city where sanitary precautions are most neglected.

In certain quarters of the city where there’is lax 
sanitary supervision, the house fly is a constant 
source of danger. This is especially so about the 
sewer outlets, where accumulations of large extent 
constantly exist under piers, in slips, in back waters 
and wherever impediments to the free flow of the 
tide causes the formation of eddies. - Flies. captured 
in the foul sewage-charged waters of the river were 
starved and shown to be traveling back and -forth 
between the filth and the nearby homes and restau- 
rants where food was constantly exposed. Micro- 
scopic examination showed these flies covered with 
disease germs. | 

The courts have passed upon the question of dam- 
ages for a sufferer from typhoid who could trace his 
iliness to flies feeding upon the filth of sewage. A 
man living in: Germantown, Philadelphia, recovered | 
heavy damages from the city for ‘his illhess, which 
he proved was caused by a stream flowing through 
his yard which had been poiluted by sewage-frém a. 
house tenanted by a typhoid-fever patient. The de- 
fense relied upon proof that the plaintiff had neither 
drunk from nor bathed in the stream,‘ but anento- 
mologist convinced the jury that he had contracted 
the disease through the miedium of flies which had 
carried. the infection from the stream to. the food 
exposed to their visits in his house.

-Fies possess a marvelously interesting 
physica! structure. The large red eyes 
that may be seen in front of the house 
fiy’s head are compound eyes that- give 
thousands of images, but not e distinct 
one. At the back of the head are three 
simple eyes, which give a clearer image, 
so that the fy sees best from behind. The 
wings vibrate with such rapidity that 
the number of vibrations is between 320 
- apd 360 per second. The form and char- 
acter of the fiy’s body is partioularly 
adapted for carrying infectious material. 
On the soles of their feet they have pads 
of very fine hair, which serve excellently 
@s gatherers of germs from the surfaces 


purposes. At the end of the fleshy lips 
are’ lobelike expansions furnished with 
ridges, by means of which the pasty 
masses of food are scraped into shape 
to be ingested by the insect. These ridges 
are excellent resting places for minute 
organisms and, when files change their 
diet, the germs are directly inoculated 
into the new food material, whatever its 

Just to put the possibility of this form 
of carrying contagion beyond doubt, flies 
were allowed to feed upon waste materials 
inoculated with different kinds of bac- 
teria, and then gelatin plates were 
spread where they could alight on them. 
These plates were then taken and placed 
in an incubator, and in from 24 to 48 
hours ‘they developed a most beautiful 
conglomeration of patters, formed of col- 
onies of bacteria, the seeds of which had 
been deposited by the feet of the filthy 
files. 

The number of bacteria on a single fiy 
may range all the way from 580 to 6,600,- 
000. It hardly seems possible for so small 
a bit of life to carry so large a number 
of organisms. Early in the fly season the 
number of bacteria on flies are compara- 
tively very large. The place where flies 
live also determines largely the numbers 
that they carry. Investigation shows that 
as the temperature rises the flies become 
More active and intestinal diseases pbe- 
come generally prevalent, with a ‘Torre: 
sponding increase in mortality. An er- 
roneous impression inclines to the belief 
that the disease is due to hot weather. 
While climatic conditions, by reducing the 
vitality, favor the contraction of the dis- 
ease, they are not usually the real cause 


tracting of typhoid and other incentigal 
diseases. 

it.is impossible to maiies Musca Do- 
mestica, as scientisis call the common 
house fy, in any sayory or attractive 
way, for we afe all aware of what «4 
filthy wretch he is flying about our 
kitchens and dining rooms. 

He crawls over meat, butier and other 
food? stuff, and frequently dies in the 
milk or other beverages before us on the 
table. He crawle over the face, nose, 
eyes and mouth of the nearest human 
being. Everybody knows what an in- 
‘clination the fiy has fo. the human face, 
and especially for those parts of it which 
are warm and moist. This is the cause 
of the tickling sensation it produces when 
trying to sip the perspiration from our 
handa and face and leaves the germs at- 
tached to our sticky skin. 

All food, particularly that eaten with- 
out having been cooked, should be care- 
fully protected from. the pesky creatures 
by the use of screens. This is especially 
true of milk, since {t affords a favorable 
medium for the multiplication of certain 
Giséase germs. It applies to dealers in 
food supplies as well as to the home. 
An important step toward better sanita- 
tion would be taken if the public refused 
to patronize provision stores, restaurants 
and hotels overrun by files. It ts certain 
that ies help ecreatly to swell the infant 
death rate. The infant mortality ie 
greatest in fiytime. There are few more 
congenial culture media for bacteria than 
milk, especially amid the uncleaniiness 
which obtains in the houses of many very 
poor people. This fluid easily becomes 
contaminated with the filth from flies and 
with the noxious matter clinging to their

Fortunately few files survive the win- 
ter, some few hibernate through the cold 
months to come out in the spring and re- 
new the race. Many thousands of house 
flies are killed. by fungus and parasitic 
diseases. It is at least comforting to 
think that all do not have to wait for us 
to kill them. 

The swarms of flies which in the sum- 
mer months invade our houses and dis- 
'turb our peace, both of mind and body, 
should no longer be tolerated. To this 
}end every effort should be made, first, to 
do away with all places that are favor- 
able for the breeding or existence of 
files. What ie urged is, not that he 
should be killed, but prevented from com- 
ing into existence at all. Every step 
that we take towards exterminating him 
is well worth the while, for the sake of 
our comfort, our self-respect and even our 
esthetic sense. This means that every 
householder in self defense should keep 
well in mind the following rules for deal- 
ing with the fly nuisance: 

Keep the files away from the sick, 
especially those ill with contagious dis- 
eases. Kill every fiy that strays Into the 
sick room. His body is covered with 
disease germs. 

Do not allow decaying material of any 
sort to accumulate on or near your prem- 
ises.

The London Lancet, the leading medical 
journal of the world, says that the best 
and simplest fiy killer is a weak solution 
of formaldehyde in water (two teaspoon- 
fuls to the pint). Place in. plates or 
saucers throughout the house. Ten cents 
worth of this liquid will last an ordinary 
family all summer. It has no offensive 
smell, is fatal to disease organisms, and 
is practically non-polsonous except to in- 
sects. 

There is a general warfare being waged 
against the fly, in which the following 
cities are taking a conspicuous part: Chi- 
cago, Rochester, New Orleans, Atlanta, 
Ga.; Washington, Topeka, Kan.: St. Louis, 
Baltimore, Richmond, Indianapolis and 
Boston, which alone has appropriated 
$100,000 in a health crusade in opposition 
to thig pest. 

Even the wealthy and more prominent 
residents of New York have joined in a 
fight to drive out files, and, in fact, all 
over the country people are organizing 
health leagues for the purpose of ridding 
thelr locality of this dangerous insect,

Mr. Hatch, jr., of the Merchants Agso- 
clation of New York, belfeves ‘that if you 
can get a woman interested in anything 
their help will insure success.

While other diseases are slaying their hundreds of victims, tuberculosis 


is today slaying its thousands every year. 
The antual death toll in the United States alone 1s 200,000. Yet few in 


this section of the country ever think of it. Luckily, we have not ha? to. 


But with increase in the population of our cities, th’'s disease raises its 


grim head 2s a menacing municipal problem. 

More destructive than war, more contagious than leprosy, it is cvery 
day laying its skinny hand upon new victims right here in Atlanta.

have largely escaped the notice of official and charitable Atlanta. 

The small beginning which has been made by private individuals to 
check this dread plague is as a wall of sand against the waves of the ocean. 

The time has come for Atlanta to be aroused from its lethargy and 
made to realize conditions. Knowing that with realization will come effec- 
tive action, The Constitution has caused an investigation to be made into 
cases now under treatment in Atlanta and today presente the result of that 
investigation. Names, addresses and acual conditions are set down.

But what about his toll during the long centuries when great armies 
and multiplying housewives treated him as merely a passing and inevitable 
annoyance? 

Attention is called to this phase by Dr. Samuel G. Dixon, Pennsylvanica’s 
state commissioner of health, when, in discussing the homicidal advantage 


the fly tckes of human heglect in sanitation, he says: 


This is a most direct and virulent method of transmission. Dur- 
ing the Spanish- -American war fewer than 300 Americans were killed 
in battle and nearly 5,000 died of disease, the greater number from 
typhoid fever, which could largely be accounted for through the 
house-flies. 


If the house-fly was so busy with human life during the relatively un:im- 
portant Spanish-American war, what must have been his deadly activities 
during the war between the states, when millions of men were compelled 
for a four-year period to live and fight under the most unsanitary of sur- 
roundings? 

And what must have been his contributions to the mortality tables in 
the other great wars of the past, fought at a time when men had not learned 
— the scanty hygienic wisdom of which we took idvantage during the 
struggle between the American commonwealths? 

The Russo-Japanese war is convincing evidence in this direction. The 
medical staff of Nippon’s army entered that great conflict, not fully informed, { 
\perhaps, with regard to the disease-carrying traits of the fly, but with a whole- 
some regard for the necessity of scrupulous cleanliness in camp life. And ;} 
the result was seen in a wonderfully low death rate from sickness on -art 
of the little brown men, while the more casual Russizus sustained regultr 
and heavy losses from this source. 

In cities the lesson is also being learned with tolerablé thoroughnes:. In 
Atlanta we have largely mitigated the ravages of thc typhoid vehicles by 
decreeing and enforcing a closed-garbage-can ordinance. 

We still tolerate a few thousand earth-closets, each of them a potential 
menace, despite the most scrupulous precautions. 

Not until the city abandons patchwork and makeshift policies, and ro 
vides her scores of miles of sewerless streets with cinitary facilities will 
we be entirely in position to emancipate ourselves from the killing indu-try 
of the house-Yly.

Savannah, Ga., August 28.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Steps for the organization of 
the Bankers’ and Transportation Club, 


lina, were taken at a meetting held at 
the Citizens’ and Southern bank yes- 


The club 
will erect a $200,000 palatial club 
house on Tybee island. Its organiza- 
tion is already assured and a charter 
is to be applied for at once. 

The movement for the organization 
of the club began with the meeting of ’ 
the State Bankers’ Association held 
at Tybee last summer. The idea was 
suggested informally at that time and 
has been pushed since. by President 
Mills B. Lane, of the Citizens’ and 
Southern bank, with the result that 
it is assured. 

The club will be composed of bank- 
ers and transportation men of Savan- 
nah, Atlanta and other cities in the 


three states. The membership § will 
also admit prominent men in other 
lines of business. The club house will 
be for the exclusive use of members. 
although it is possible that arrange- 
ments may be made for the admit- 
tance of personal friends of members 
while they are at Tybee. 

An option has been secured on 
twenty-eight lots on Tybee Island for 
the site. The site is 1,200 by 1.300 feet, 
and is one of the most ideal bulid- 
ing locations on the island, as it will 
make the club house face the sea on 
both the east and the south. The 
building it ig to be two stories in 
height, will be constructed of concrete, 
and will be completed in time for the 
early summer season.

The arrest of the negro, 
Julius Rucker, which occasioned the 
kidnaping charges against Rousser, 
was made by the sheriff of Oglethorpe 
county. savs Coloned Smith. and he 
is now in the Oglethorpe jail await- 
ing trial on a warrant which the sher- 
iff held for him. 

Colonel Smith further denies that 
Captain T. J. Erwin is in his employ 
or has been in recent years. A state- 
ment is also given from Captain FEr- 
win, in which he denies that he is em- 
Ployed by Colonel Smith, and also the 
charge that he arrested Julius Ruck- 
er. He was in the company of Atlanta 
policemen when they made the arrest.

Paid the Highest Wages. 

“There was ao necessity of cheating 
and wronging the negroes whom i: 
workeq for wages. I always made 
them do good and faithful work, and 
made good crops, and was able to pay 
them, and did pay them, all that I 
promised them. I always paid the 
highest wages of any farmer in my 
section of the country. My neighbors 
and friends sometimes complained that 
I was payi{ng higher wages than they 
could afford to pay. 

“On my books I have a record of 
what was paid to each laborer and 
when, it was paid. I also have a rec- 
ord of all the labor done for me by 
each and every person who ever 
worked for me. If my books were ex- 
amined by competent persons the facts 
which I have stated would be set up 
beyond controversy. 

“No one man has done more, if s0 
much, as I have done for the general 
good of the negro. It has often been 
used against me that [I was éoing 
too much for the negro. I have sold 
many negroes lahd and waited on 
them for a number of years to pay for 
it, in consequence of which there are 
many negroes in this section of the 
country who today own good homes, 
who, in all probability, would never 
have owned them if I had not aided 
them so liberally. Among these there 
is one negro in Oglethorpe county to 
whom some years since £ sold a large 
tract of land consisting of 900 acres, 
at a very reasonable price and gave 
him six years in which to pay for it. 
With this crop he will finish paying 
for this land. He has been offered 
$25 per acre for the tract of land 
which I sold him. 

“All along I have aided the negroes 
in building churches and school] houses, 
helping them to the extent of thou- 
sands of dollars in these matters. 
During the forty-odd years in which 
I have been engaged in farming I 
have had thousands of negroes in my 
employment. Coming as they did 
from almost every southern state, 
these negroes represented every class 
of their race; some of them were good 
people; many of them were the worst 
specimens of their race. During all 
these years while I was handling these 
hundreds of negroes from day to day 
and from year to year, I never carried 
a weapon of any kind and never hurt 
one in the least. No negro in my em- 
ployment who ever came to me and 


needed clothes, medicine or money 
went away dissatisfied. I kept a 
physician employed by the year, who 
came every day and gave medical at- 
tention to every negro on my farm 
who needed it. For a long time they 
appeared to be happy, contented and 
Once or twice a year all the 
negroes in my employment were al- 


lowed to go on excursions, sometimes 
to Charleston, sometimes to Savannah, 
at other times to Macon, Atlante and 
other cities: They used my mules. 
and buggies to attend their churches 
in various parts of the country; many 
of them went as delegates to distant 
parts of the state to attend their con- 
ventions and associations. 


Worst Element Got Centrol, 
“It has often been remarked that the

Beckie 
must have sworn as she was told to 
I always knew she belonged to 
a very low type of the negro race, but 
I hardly thought she was So lost to 


and stupendous lie. She lived by my 
charity. Often have I sent akd paid 
a physician to treat her when she com- 
plained of being sick, for which I was 
hever paid a cent. 

“Morgan Bailey also swore in the po- 
lice court. Many years ago Morgan 
Bailey was convicted of a heinous 
crime and sent to the penitentiary. 
After serving out his time, he came 
to me to hire. I hired him and worked 
him the best I could. He has always 
in my debt. He was lazy, trifling, and 
an all-round mean negro; besides. he 
was constantly stealing something; 
despairing of ever getting him out of 
my debt, I dismissed him and pocketed 
the loss. He is an ex-convict of the 
meanest class of convicts, and is liable 
at any time and anywhere, with or 
without provocation, to swear to the 
biggest lie he can think of. He seems 
to enjoy it. He appears to be consti- 
tuted that way. I do not think ‘any- 
body persuaded him to swear in the} 
police court; in all probability, he vol- | 
unteered. He has not worked for me 
in many years. 

“Pearl Lee also swore in the police 
court. She swore to too big a lie for 
anybody with an ounce of common 
sense to believe her. She overdid the 
thing. On one occasion, Eb Lee, her 
husband, long John Williams and some 
other negroes combined together and 
stole from my fattening hog pen a fine 
hog; took the hog to Pearl Lee’s house, 
where she helped to clean it, and then 
carried the hog over to Frank Fort- 
son's, who took the hog to Athens, 
sold it for about $10, brought the 
money back and divided it among the 
crowd, Pearl Lee getting her part. For | 
this offense, true bills were found 
against the whole lot. and these war- 
rants are now in the hands of the 
sheriff of Oglethorpe county, who, up 
to this time, has not been able to locate 
the parties. 


Leader of Mean Negroes. 

‘Manto Ivins also swore. Manto be- 
longs to a negro family of thieves, most 
of whom have served terms in the pen- 
itentiary. It was said that his father 
ran away from Warren county for 
breaking into a smokehouse. Manto 
himself would have been in the chain- 
gang long ago, if I had not kept him 
out. This fact, Manto himself has 
often admitted to me and to others. 
He has been a sort of jeader among 
mean negroes. He has often been 
charged with gambling, drinking, 
blind-tigering, carrying concealed 
weapons, breaking inta granaries 
and corn cribs and stealing 
wheat and ¢orn, and committng other 
crimes. I belfeve the latest case 
against him of which I have heard is 
a charge that he entered an old ne- 
gro man's house by the name of Dab 
Arnold and stole from this poor old 
negro $!6 in silver. It was all the 
money the old negro had. Dab has 
sworn out a warrant against Manto for 
stealing his money, and this warrant 
is in the hands of the sheriff, who is 
liable at any time to arrest Manto. It 
is stated that when Manto left my 
place he carried with him $200 in 
money. I either paid him what Was 
due him, or he got the money by some 
other way. I might go on telling the 
facts and the true character of all 
the witnesses in the police court, and 
of others who have not yet testified 
in the police court, but I forbear to 
do so, lest this article be of too great 
length. 

e opinion somebody is making 
eat Lage Si pe these deluded and ig- 
norant negroes.

Bleriot, Who Flew Across the 
English Channel, Was Sec- 
ond---By His Victory Curtiss 
Secures Cup, Valued at $2,- 
500, and $5,000 in Cash—Cur- 
tiss Congratulated by French.

An Appalling Comparison. 

The census bureau maintained 
the United States government 
compiled statistics spowing that 
600 persons die annually in 
country from tuberculosis. 
one-third of all the deaths 
15 and 45, and one-half of 
deaths hetween 20 and 35. The civil 
war sacrificed 75,000 lives in its 
four vears’ duration. Tuberculosis 
claims nearly 800,000 in an equal pe- 
riod of time. 

Autopsies performed in some of the 
crowded centers of Europe reveal the 
presens of tuberculosis is 70 per cent 
of the people who die. In American 
cities the average is 30 per cent. 

Uniess this disease and its terrible 
ravages are brought directly home 
through the affliction of a close friend 
or member of one’s immediate family, 
few ever think of it. Such is the state 
of our ignorance and indifference. The 
frightful sacrifice of human life goes 
on year after year and no adequate 
steps have been taken to combat it.

Worry, overwork, vicious habits 
which undermine health and sap the 
vitality; confinement in unsanitary 
houses and gloomy rooms where the 
sunlight does not enter—these are the 
witches’ caves where the germs of tu- 
berculosis hold high carnival.

A Sanitarium at Lakewood. 
P To take care of these unfortunate 
victims, as other cities are now doing 
at great expense, it is proposed to 
establish a sanitarium between Lake- 
wood and Clark university, on land 
now owned by the city of Atlanta. 

No more ideal spot around Atlanta 
could be found. It is on an elevation, 
and surrounding the ten acres of 
cleared ground are many more acres 
covered with fine oak trees, making a 
beautiful park. The site is just beyond 
the negro settlement at Clark univer- 
sity, and a half mile from the lake at 
Lakewood. ; 

Here, on the outskirts of Atlanta, 
and within comparatively easy reach 
by car line, the city, at comparatively 
small expense, can establish a sani- 
tarium that will be the means of sav- 
ing many lives annually. The advan- 
tages of this spot are manifold. The 
city already owns the ground. Part of 
it is cleared. Buildings for the treat- 
ment of tubercular patients are com- 
paratively inexpensive, since sunlight 
and fresh air are the main require- 
ments in their construction. It is esti- 
»mated that for $10,000 buildings to be- 
gin the work may be put up. 

The cost of maintenance is not to be 
compared to that of a regular hospital, 
where all .manner of diseases are

The latter state gave $600,000 in 1907 
to carry an the fight,-and also’ appro- 
priated $400,000 additional to establish 
dispensaries for the free treatment of 
indigent persons. Philadelphia, 
through the department of public 
health and charities, provides for 300 
beds for tubercular patients at the 
Philadelphia genéral hospital. Pitts- 
burg maintains a hospital for con- 
sumptives. 

Following are a few of the other 
appropriations made for this work: 

Ohio, in 1908, gave $350,000 for a 
state sanitarium; Columbus, Ohio, is 
erecting a $40,000 hospital, while Seat- 
tle, Wash., is spending $120,000 for a 
hospital. New Jersey, in 1902, appro- 
priated $50,000, and in 1904 gave $200,- 
000. Maryland, in 1906, gave $115,000, 
and since then has given $335,090.

THE history of Edgewood avenue may 
be divided into three phases, an- 
clent, medieval and modern. The be- 
ginning of .the street is lost in ob- 
scurity. We first find it as a strag- 
sling trail leading out to the eastern 
part of the city, afterwards it was 
given the name of Foster street. It 
extended from somewhere out about 
the old Air Line shops in as far as 
Piedmont avenue where it stopped. 


THEN comes in the East Atlanta Land 

Company, with an office building 
at one end and a land subdivision 
known as Inman Park at the other 
end, incidentally a street car system 
connecting the two. It was necessary 
in the development of these proposi- 
tions to create a highway running 
straight from the center of the city due 
east and on out in the world. All the 
land fronting on old Foster street was 
bought (in order to widen and 
straighten it) from Piedmont avenue 
in no street at all existed and an en- 
tire right-of-way was bought. Old 
Line street furnished one block of the 
highway. Houses were moved and set 
back; big fills were made, hills cut 
down, obstacles almost insurmountable

man Park. 


THEN came a period of nearly twenty 

years of inactivity. The beginning 
of the modern history of Edgewood 
avenue dates from an auction sale 
which we conducted on June 19, 1906, 
where in one afternoon every foot of 
land on Edgewood avenue owned by 
the East Atlante «and Company out 
as far as Boulevard was sold.
